2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: because the 
present application is a divisional application of U.S. Serial No. 09/950,100, now U.S. 
Patent No. 6,671 ,172 and in view of Applicants' submitted declaration under 37 CFR 
§1.131 of Ben M. Broili and Mike S. Brazel, which swear behind Liang et al. (US Patent 
6,525,939), one of the closest prior arts, (declaration filed with Applicants' "Amendment
